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Costly count 
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School enrollment figures show slight decline 


School enrollments in three area 
school districts last Friday were 
down slightly, reflecting the trend in 
most districts in Wayne, Oakland 
and Macomb counties. 

The count, taken annually on the 
fourth Friday of September to 
determine forthcoming state aid to 
schools, showed a drop of some 3.3 
percent in the public school 
enrollment in the tri-county area. 

In the Van Buren school district, 
the student population was down to 
7,168 from 7,347 last year, a decrease 

0 


of 179. In Romulus, student 
enrollment this year went to 5,873, or 
94 students fewer than last year’s 
5,967. A similar situation was 
evident in Huron school district 
where last year’s enrollment of 2,290 
dropped to 2,035 this year. 

Only eight of the 86 school districts 
in the three counties had increases 
in the school population and most of 
them were slight. 

Being blamed for the downshift in 
school enrollments are population 
shifts, an aging population, a 


declining birth rate, fewer housing 
starts, and the increase in gasoline 
prices. 

Surprisingly, Detroit showed less 
of a drop in student population than 
the suburbs, only about one percent, 
public school enrollment in Detroit 
went from 216,373 last year to 214,069 
this year However, school officials 
said dual enrollments and other 
factors could result in possibly 
another 1,000 student being lopped 
off the total. 

A county breakdown showed 
student enrollment down 2.7 percent 


in Wayne, 3.4 percent in Oakland, 
and 4.7 percent in Macomb 

The declining student enrollment 
follows a nation-wide pattern that 
has been in evidence over the last 
decade due to a decreasing birth 
date. With the national birth rate 
now going up, the trend is expected 
to reverse itself over the next few 
years. 

Some of the biggest losers in the 
suburbs are: Livonia - down 7.5 
percent; Crestwood - 9 percent; 
Birmingham - nearly 8 percent; 


Lake Shore - 8 percent; Warren 
Woods - 9 percent; Warren Con- 
solidated - 7 percent, and Royal 
Oak, West Bloomfield, and Roseville 
-6 percent. 

In the category of gainers, five 
school districts showed marked 
increases. They are: Wood Haven - 
up 5.6 percent; Plymouth-Canton - 2 
percent; Flat Rock - 4.7 percent; 
Chippewa Valley - 3.5 percent; Novi 
- 1.4 percent. 

Some administrators agree that 
their districts have about the same 


number of families, but fewer 
children in each. A concensus is that 
today’s young couples are not 
having as many children as their 
parents did. 

The headcount in Huron was 
termed by school officials there as 
“preliminary” due to the large 
number of bus drivers and other 
non-certified staff members who 
reported to sick on the day of the 
enrollment count. Those employes 
are now involved in a labor dispute 
which school officials point out is not 
a strike.

A motion by Noah Bergeron, 
supported by Oliver Warren, was 
approved which delayed a decision 
by the commission on Ms. Rasp- 
berry’s eviction until an assault and 
battery charge pending against her 
in the 34th District Court is resolved.

Yesterday was the last day of 
employment for 12 Romulus city 
employes paid under the CETA 
program despite last-minute pleas 
last week to city , council by a 
spokesman for the group and the 
city clerk. 

Although council rTUesday post- 
poned voting on the next year’s 
budget until a special meeting last 
Thursday night, • ostensibly to 
possibly make arrangements to 
-keep some of the 12 terminated 
persons, that hope went down the 
drain. 

Thursday night, council approved 
the 1980-81 budget which Richard 
Sullivan, finance director, has 
revised at their direction a week 
earlier. 

However, the budget did not in- 
clude funds that would keep any of 
the 12 terminated CETA employes 
on the city payroll. 

x As in past years, the budget ap- 
proval came late. This year, council 
delayed its approval for almost four 
and a half months, despite its sub- 
mittal on time April 1 by Mayor 
William M. Oakley. 

At last Tuesday’s council session, 
Rendell Wooden, an employe in the 
clerk’s office, spoke on behalf of the 
12 CETA employes. Speaking about 
her own case, she said she had 
worked for the city for 6*£ years and 
that her pending dismissal was “not 
fair”. 

She claimed the city waited until 
the last minute before notifying 
CETA personnel of a permanent 
termination. 

“I find it very frustrating for the 
city to take someone off the street to 
do the job that I have been doing for 
years,” Mrs. Wooden declared. 


Councilman Junior Block said it 
was his understanding that the 
CETA program was designed to 
train employes for permanent jobs 
elsewhere as well as the city. 

Clerk Leonard J. Folmar said 
Mrs. Wooden had progressed from 
her entry level CETA position to 
several "permanent” ones. He was 
critical of the poUcy whereby the 
city u s?s money from the general 
fund that would normally go to pay 
employes paid under the CETA 
program for other purposes. 

“The city decided to take those 
dollars out of the general fund and 
use them for such things as street 
lights and police protection,” ex- 
plained the clerk. 


Chemical Recovery Systems of 
Romulus has been ordered by the 
State Dept, of Natural Resources to 
complete overdue modifications by 
Uct 15, 1980 to correct the Trouton 
Drain situation or face court action. 

Romulus City Council last week 
accepted and filed a letter dated 
Sept. 15, 1980 from Robert J.

Courchaine, in his letter, » 
reminded Shagena that a stipulation 
and consent judgment May 16 of this 
year required his company to 
complete the DNR-approved 
corrective work to the groundwater 
intercept tile system by May i, 1980. 

“On July 16, 1980, Roger Schwartz, 


Folmar claimed the city viewed 
CETA employes as “different” from 
other persons on the city payroll. 

A comment by Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry that council 
should "trim some fat” off the 
budget to help out the 12 terminated 
CETA employes brought a sharp 
retort from Block 

“We've sat here for months 
working on the budget,” Block said. 
“We did cut the budget. Now, we’re 
talking about trimming fat.” 

Block reiterated that it was his 
interpretation that CETA employes 
were hired to train.

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Asian tragedy 

Ex-Belleville resident describes refugee camp life 


( Editor's Note — Doyle Tarwater, a form- 
er Belleville resident and Belleville High 
graduate, a University of Minnesota 
Medical School student, is spending five 
months at the Nong Khai refugee camp in 
Thailand, providing medical care to 40,000 
Laotian refugees. A native of Ann Arbor, 
he now makes his home in St. Paul and 
will be returning to complete his degree 
and begin his residency in internal 
medicine in July 1981. The following ar- 
ticle was written as a letter to the Min- 
nesota Medical Foundation which has 
helped finance Doyle's education.)

Along the famed Mekong River, 
some thousand miles below its 
Himalayan source, lies Nong Khai. 
(>1 the opposite shore is a well- 
equipped army of Pathet Lao, 
Russians and Vietnamese 

It is a wide river here with a fast 
current Those with money hire a 
boat to cross to freedom. Others 
must cross upstream where the 
river is a maze of wadeable chan- 
nels. My friends, Kong Keo and Keo 
Manivanh, blew up large plastic 
sacks for floatation and swam the 
big river by night. There is, they 
say, ‘’lots of shooting from the 
Laotian side.” 

One night while driving out to do 
rounds. Dr. Karen Olness 
(University of Minnesota pediatrics 
professor and member of the refugee 
camp medical team) told me a story 
of the miracle baby, tossed from one 
wounded and drowning relative to 
another as the family tried to cross 
the river. The father was shot 


nearing the Thai shore and managed 
to toss the baby to Thai people 
gathered there watching. The father 
and baby are all that is left of the 
family 

Kong Keo tells me of an island in 
the Mekong between Laos and 
Cambodia, used to re-educate young 
people who disobeyed the dress and 
conduct rules of the new regime, 
such as wearing blue jeans, long 
hair, listening to Western music, and 
being openly affectionate. A knock 
on your door at night meant only 
that a father or brother was gone 
and was never coming back. 

When Kong Keo’s older brother 
swam the river to Thailand (and 
later moved to France where he now’ 
lives), the family was deemed 
reactionary, and he lost a 
scholarship to study at a university 
in the Soviet Union. Now, he, too, is a 
refugee. 

Forty-thousand Lao live here (in 
the refugee camp), many for four 
and five stagnant years. The bright, 
the well-educated spend two to six 
months before going to countries 
such as the United States for a new 
home. The United States is the 
hardest to enter, even with relatives 
who are residents there. 

- In these crowded and fetid con- 
ditions swarm a legion of dreaded 
diseases: tuberculosis, cholera, 
malaria, menningitis, measles, 
encephalitis, sepsis, renal stones, 
skin contagions. The list goes on. 

Many here have no money and 
resources whatsoever. Their food 


ration leaves them only boiled rice 
and salt to feed their children They 
live in totally filthy, crowded 
squalor, ih concrete ovens that 
accumulate heat all day and radiate 
all night Toilets drain into reser- 
voirs. Water comes from highly 
suspect wells. But just as we cannot 
do blood cultures in our hospital, we 
cannot trace outbreaks of the many 
dreaded diseases. 

Much of the camp is a desolation 
of ashes, broken glass and rubble 
since the camp fire in February that 
left 25,000 homeless. “Many people 
lost a lot of money when the camp 
burned,” explains Kong Keo. The 
fire started in three places on a 
windy twilight at Chinese New Year. 
There were rumors that the Com- 
munists and Thais had plenty of 
reason to make the camp less at- 
tractive to others wanting to come. 

This is not the Cambodian border, 
a far larger and more desperate 
reality. Thais say the Lao refugees 
have vastly better care in the camp 
than do families of Thai farmers in 
the wetlands extending away from 
the Mekong. After three years of 
drought in the clay hills of northeast 
Thailand, many Thais have little or 
no rice. Therefore, the refugees 
have a far easier life now and a 
much better future life prospect 
assured for some. 

The United Nations official food 
rations pass through many hands 
before reaching the destitute 
refugees. The expectation in a land 
of well-publicized public corruption 


is that everyone takes The gentle, 
loving Lao say, “it would not be 
polite to criticize a country kind 
enough to take us in." So our poor 
refugees would have only rice but 
for the help of agencies such as Food 
For The Hungry and Catholic Relief 
Services. 

There are two long, low wooden 
buildings with tin roofs, built by 
Norwegian Church Aid. They house 
the hospital, outpatient and an- 
cillary lab, pharmacy and treatment 
room X-ray is built but not wired. 

We re generally swamped on all 
fronts by the claims of the sick. We 
lack supplies. Critical equipment is 
found inexplicably locked up. Key 
staff often disappear. We press on 
through awesome heat and shat- 
teiing rains, the screams of infants, 
crowds jostling to get in earlier to 
see the doctor, bewildering 
pathology to investigate, ponder and 
treat. All the children need 
vitamins. This is truly a terrible, 
crowded place where parents see 
their children dying. 

The children suffer on hot days, 
sitting under a bare, tin roof waiting 
to be seen in the clinic. Although we 
ask that the sickest be sent in 
without delay, they often must wait. 
Nearly every day the admissions 
begin at 5 a m. They are miserable, 
and starved. Children cling to their 
mothers and cry fitfully when 
they’re touched. 


For the medical student, it is a 
challenge to make the decisions and 
do what needs to be done when 
everyone else has gone home 
Inevitably, the professional self 
emerges with the tenacity to in- 
vestigate. to stay just a bit longer. 

I carry a well-stocked bag of in- 
struments and drugs. Most useful 
are antibiotics and the occasional 
Bicillin injection. 

We see some progress. We use 
refeeding protocals for the severely 
malnourished, giving increasing 
strengths of milk and high-energy 


formula. After one year of age, when 
a child goes f rom a mother’s breast to 
protein impoverished rice diet, a 
mild diarrhea can precipitate 
crashing Kwashiorkor. Most of these 
children are being saved now. 

TTie hospital is clearner, not so 
many deaths. Despite long days, 
daily disasters, few tools and 
linguistic havoc, quality medical 
care is being delivered here. 

The skills of physical diagnosis 
are honed and I am blessed by the 
knowledge of my consultants. It is 
this medical student’s best rotation.

It is easier for an 
owner to decide to have 
a female spayed, then to 
decide to have a male 
castrated.

Male cats will be less 
likely to roam and get 
into fights. Both dogs 
and cats will be less 
likely to mark their 
territory by urinating in 


the house. Male cats 
develop a strong odor to 
their urine as they 
mature. Castration 
helps eliminate that 
odor. 

The earliest a cat or 
dog can be castrated is 
between 6-9 months of 
age. The pet is placed

(Continued from Page A-l) 
work immediately on the intercept 
correction program and be com- 
pleted within 30 days. 

Couhchaine’s letter warned: 
“Failure to comply with this 
directive will leave the department 
no alternative but to refer this 
matter to the attorney general for 
appropriate action through the 
Wayne County Circuit Court." 

Investigation by the DNR showed 
that CRS operations were to blame 
for contamination of the soil near the 
plant and for odors emanating from 
nearby Trouton Drain, long a 
nuisance to area residents. 

In other business, Clerk Leonard 
J. Folmar informed council that two 


local propositions had been ap- 
proved by the state and submitted to 
the county for submission on the 
ballot at the Nov. 4 general election.

'Big guns' show up 
for eviction hearing

Raspberry continued cursing her, 
but that she (Mrs. Hughes) told her 
she wouldn’t fight and went home to 
call the sheriff and await the return 
of her husband. 

In her letter, Mrs. Hughes said she 
filed a complaint with the sheriff’s 
office charging Ms. Raspberry w ith 
assault and battery. 

Mrs. Hughes asked the com- 
mission for its cooperation to correct 
the situation and stated that she 
planned “to pursue this matter 
through the court ..." 

Mrs. Hughes also charged in her 
letter that Ms. Raspberry had been 
convicted of assault and battery on a 
previous occasion and had been 
placed on probation. 

The 34th District Court confirmed 
that Ms. Raspberry had been on 
probation resulting from an assault 
and battery charge in 1974. The 
court clerk. Eleanor Tanner, said 
the pending charge filed by Mrs. 
Hughes has not been scheduled 
because the court had requested the 
state Supreme Court to have the 
trial held in another district court 
other than Romulus. Mrs. Tanner 
said this was normal procedure in 
these cases since both local judges 
had diqualified themselves from 
hearing the matter. 

During the commission hearing 
Wednesday afternoon, which was 
open to the public, several com- 
ments about the presence of the 
“press’ were made by Raspberry, 
Fitzgerald and Mrs. Theresa 
Washington, a commission member. 

In his remarks to the commission, 
Fitzgerald said his client, Ms. 
Raspberry, had told him she “had 
not always acted right" and would 
try to be a better neighbor in the 
future. He said his client would 
apologize for her actions and would 
hope for one from Mrs. Hughes. 

Fitzgerald said he hoped the 
matter between the two women 
could be resolved that day in an 
amicable manner and that both 
women should be made aware of the 
regulations imposed by the com- 
mission on tenants in the housing 
development. 

Later in the hearing, he suggested 
that if the two women could not get 
along that they should be moved to 
different units farther apart in the 
housing complex. 

Fitzgerald’s contention that Ms. 
Raspberry was entitled to a hearing 
and due process by the commission 
was challenged by Bergeron. 
Beigeron claimed the commission’s 
bylaws permitted eviction of a 
tenant without a hearing by the 
tenant before that body. 

Bergeron was supported by the 
city attorney, Lowther. He said that 
in this situation as full hearing by 
the commission was not justified. 

In his comments, Warren said he 
was “surprised" when he heard 
about Mrs. Hughes’ charges against 
Ms. Raspberry in view of her “top 
reputation". 

Bergeron said he was upset that 
the commission had been accused of 
acting wrongly and because 
Councilman Raspberry had 
"chastised this commission" for 
denying his daughter due process. 

He claimed that the residents of 
all 101 units in the housing 
development would lose respect for 
the commission if it let the coun- 
cilman “throw his weight around". 

Fitzgerald reminded the com- 
mission that he had sent a letter 
requesting the commission to grant 
his client “the normal grievance 
procedure".

Bergeron responded that the at- 
torney’s letter had little significance 
for him after Raspberry had ap- 
peared at the first commission 
hearing and read them the riot act. 

"Your letter didn’t carry any 
weight that night in view' of the 
pressure by Mr. Raspberry," 
declared Bergeron. 

Mrs. Washington said the coun- 
cilman came to the commission 
meeting “as a father" and that she 
knew r he did not condone, his 
daughter’s actions. She said she 
abstained from voting then and 
would do so in the future because she 
knew both Ms. Raspberry and Mrs. 
Hughes. 

Another commission member, 
Hugh Hurlburt, said he had known 
Ms. Raspberry since she was a 
child, but added that anyone who 
used obscene language and made 
trouble became “undesirable". 

He also charged Raspberry with 
interfering during the earlier 
commission hearing. “Mr. Rasp- 
berry did throw' his weight around. 
He shouldn’t ought to." 

Hurlburt said the Councilman had 
badgered persons on the com- 
mission who w'ere appointed to their 
positions, a different story froip his 
own office as an elected official. 

Raspberry defended his coming 
because Ms. Raspberry was his 
daughter. He reminded the com- 
mission that he had been in office for 
24 years and that he did not want to 
get personally involved in the 
dispute. 

The councilman said his main 
purpose in attending the hearings 
was to see that his daughter 
recieved due process at a hearing 
before the commission. 

“I came to the hearing as a 
citizen," he declared. “I didn’t go to 
the newspaper like someone who got 
them here today." 

Hurlburt said that at the first 
commission hearing that Raspberry 
had reminded commission members 
that they were appointed to their 
jobs and that he had helped some of 
them get their positions. 


Appeals by Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron townships of a county- 
imposed multiplication factor that 
would result in increased property 
taxes were turned down last w eek by 
the state Tax Tribunal. 

Earlier this year, Wayne County 
set new factors for the three 
townships and other communities 
after studying recent sales of 
residential properties in their areas. 

The multiplication factor is 
designed to bring the state equalized 
value (SEV) of residential property 
up to 50 percent of fair market value. 
Once that is done, local millage is 
levied against that figure. 

New tentative multiplication 
factors announced by the county 
were 2.78 for Van Buren, up from 
2.40 last year; 1.46 for Sumpter, up 
from 1.33 last year; and 1.19 for 
Huron, up from 1.00 last year. 

According to the Tax Tribunal, the 
townships in their appeal of the 
higher rates have not shown that 
they were being discriminated 
against. 

Word was received from the 
taxing body by telephone last week 
and will be verified in writing in a 
few' days. Once the written order is 
received, the townships will have 20 
days to decide w hether to appeal the 
decision. 

Application of the multiplication 
factor is done in the following way: 

If a house and land are assessed at 
$20,000 on the local tax rolls, for 
example, that figure is multiplied by 
2 78 (new r factor) to bring it up to a 
new assessment of $55,600. This 
latter amount is theoretically half of 
the fair market value of the house 
and land The $55,600 is then 
multiplied by the amount of local 
millage levied to arrive at taxes 
owed by the owner 
The multiplication factor sup- 
posedly compensates for the dif- 
ferences in value of property from 
one area to another 


Zeffie Beanum. commission 
chairman, explained that Ms. 
Raspberry had never asked for a 
hearing, but instead had consulted 
an attorney. 

“She blew it out of hand," 
declared Mrs. Beanum. 

Fitzgerald said he was sorry that 
Mrs. Hughes had chosen not to 
appear at the hearing, so testimony 
could be heard from both sides. 
Since the complainant had not come 
to the hearing, he had decided to 
speak for his client, adding that he 
believed the dispute was "solvable". 

Warren said, “I hate to see it get to 
the point w'here both sides sought 
legal counsel and our bylaws 
couldn’t resolve the matter." 

He said the situation was the first 
time that a hearing was needed to 
evict a tenant, and which had legal 
counsel and a city councilman 
present. 

Warren commented that he was 
made to feel like an “adolescent" in 
an issue that happens every day 
across the nation. 

Mrs. Washington charged that the 
Romulus Roman has never been to a 
Housing Commission meeting 
before and would not be there now if 
Councilman Raspberry was not 
involved. 

To that, Fitzgerald retorted, “He 
(the reporter) knows that. He's here 
to sell newspapers!" 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Fitzgerald said Mrs. Hughes’ letter 
was “unsubstantiated", but that he 
would not contest it, being only in- 
terested in working the matter out. 

Warren concluded his remarks by 
saying, “The commission feels like 
we were dominated by people in high 
places." 

In earlier discussion, Bergeron 
accused Fitzgerald of using the word 
"senator" when introducing himself 
in a telephone call to Christine 
Anderson, commission director. 

Incensed, Fitzgerald told 
Bergeron that he had better have 
proof of that accusation and implied 
serious consequences could result if 
he persisted in the charge.

On light and film 


We know that the emulsion of film 
is composed of tiny silver halide 
crystals which are suspended in 
gelatin We also know that these 
crystals undergo a chemical change 
when they are exposed to light 

To produce a visible image in the 
exposed film we must use a 
developer This is. I think, the most 
interesting of the steps from a latent 
image to a visible image. The 
development of the negative is a key 
factor in the ultimate production of 
the photographic print and the 
success of this step determines the 
quality and disposition of the final 
print. 

Just what chemical change takes 
place when the silver halide is ex- 
posed to light isn’t exactly known. 
There must be some change, 
however, because when the film is 
placed in developer, the developer 
acts upon the exposed crystals, 
which frees the silver from the 
halide Normally it does not effect 


the unexposed crystals. 

The liberated silver is in a 
metallic form and is deposited in 
minute irregular grains. This 
metallic silver will stop a certain 
amount of light transmitted by the 
negative, depending on the con- 
centration of the deposit Naturally, 
a heavier deposit will transmit less 
light and make that portion of the 
negative darker or more opaque 

We know now that when light hits 
the unexposed film and is submitted 
to the chemical action of a developer 
the silver halide crystals in the 
emulsion turn into black grains of 
silver. 

While the exposed crystals are 
being changed to metallic silver, the 
unexposed crystals remain unaf- 
fected. With the completion of 
proper development, no metalic 
silver will be formed in the exposed 
area and consequently the film will 
be transparent in these regions. 
However, if development is carried 


Childhood burns 
are preventable

Burns, even minor ones, are 
painful, but more painful are 
statistics from the National Institute 
for Burn Medicine, which shows that 
more than 50 percent of burn ac- 
cidents to infants could have been 
prevented and that a majority of 
bums sustained by 1- and 2-year-olds 
were caused by scalds. 

When you consider a child that 
young with severe burns faces 
disfigurement or possibly death, 
that's when you realize the tragedy 
of it all ... Most could have been 
prevented. 

And that is one of the tasks the 
National Institute for Burn Medicine 
in Ann Arbor has targeted as a goal. 
The institute was founded in 1968 and 
has two goals — to improve bum 
care and treatment through 
research and teaching and to reduce 
the number of burn injuries through 
prevention efforts. 

According to Michael James, 
director of program development 
for the institute, the State of 
Michigan records 100,000 burn 
cases, which require medical at- 
tention, each year. Of that number 
3,200 persons are admitted to 
hospitals for special care, and 400 
die from their injuries. 

A health care support organization 
similar to the American Cancer 
Society or American Kidney 
Foundation, the burn institute works 
with 235 hospitals throughout the 
state to improve burn care. It 
sponsors educational programs for 
health care professionals, sponsors 
and carries out research and con- 
ducts burn awareness and 
prevention activities in cooperation 
with state and local civic 
organizations, such as the Jaycees 
and Jaycettes. 

To that end, James said, the in- 
stitute has set up a priority project 
for 1980-82 — the establishment of a 
Center for Excellence for Burn 
Medicine. The facility will be built 
on the University of Michigan’s 
medical campus and will include 30 
patient beds, an outpatient clinic, 
and educational and research 
facilities. 

The center would be the most 
complete facility of its kind in the 
United States and the world It 
would be the place where the 
“critically injured burned” patients 
from throughout Michigan and the 
Midwest would be treated. 

The facility will cost $16.5 million 
to construct, and the burn institute is 
working with the University of 
Michigan to raise the necessary 
funding 


The center. James estimated, will 
be able to treat 500 patients a year, 
but sadly, 40 percent of those 
patients will be children, many of 
which are injured in preventable 
accidents. 

October has been designated as 
Bum Awareness Month in the State 
of Michigan, and with that in mind, 
the institute is providing a pamphlet 
on preventing burn injuries among 
youngsters 1 and 2 years old. 

“Most burn injuries can be 
prevented, if people are aware of the 
typical way most injuries occur,” 
James said. “Most burn injuries 
occur at home ... Most are children. 

“In fact, the single largest group 
are those toddlers and infants under 
3 years of age.” 

The pamphlet points out the three 
areas in the home — the kitchen, 
bedroom and bathroom — where 
burns are likely to occur and 
provides tips on how to prevent 
injuries ... Tips like not leaving the 
cords to electrical cooking ap- 
pliances dangling ... Tips like not 
placing a child in a tub of water until 
yoiTvir- checked the water tem- 
perature ... Tips like not leaving a 
vaporizer near a crib or bed where it 
might be tipped over or pulled out. 

But it doesn’t stop there. There are 
four recommendations for first aid 
for burns. If a burn does occur: 

( 1) Stop the damage. When a scald 
burn occurs, flo6d with cold tap 
water and remove clothing 
carefully. 

(2) If the burn area is large, wrap 
the child in a clean sheet or towel 
and go immediately to the nearest 
hospital emergency room. 

(3) If the burn area is small, wash 
with cool water and soap. Do not use 
ice. Apply a bland ointment, such as 
petrolatum to reduce pain Cover 
with a sterile gauze bandage. 

(4) If you have any doubt about 
what to do, call your family doctor 
or nearest hospital emergency room 
and ask for advice. 

It also provides recommendations 
on later care for drtinor burns — 
cleansing once or twice a day with 
soap and water and covering with a 
bland ointment and sterile dressing; 
not breaking the blisters (if they do 
break, remove loose skin carefully), 
and watching for signs of in- 
flammation — redness, pain, heat or 
swelling. 

October is Burn Awareness 
Month, and naturally, it would make 
the staff at the burn institute happy 
to see a dramatic decrease in the 
number of burn cases in the state. 
They know burns are tragic, and 
they know it is even more tragic 
when those burns happen to a child 
as a result of a situation that could 
have been prevented. 
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well beyond a normal stage, the 
developer will begin to attack the 
unexposed halides as well. This will 
result in a darkening of what should 
be transparent areas and we term 
the condition “developer fog ” 

The intermediate graduation or 
opacities between extreme highlight 
and shadow are controlled by the 
intensity of light incident on the film 
during the exposure 
The intensity of light will deter- 
mine the depth to which it will 
penetrate the emulsion and the 
consequent number of silver halide 
crystals it will expose. 

After development, the resulting 
metallic silver produced will be 
concentrated according to the 
original intensities of light incident

ISO to complete its findings, with the 
help of several letters from Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust’s 
office. 

Romulus now ranks equal to or 

better than many of its neighbors. In 
1979, Belleville was classed 7, Huron 
Township - 8, Inkster, 6, Sumpter - 8, 
Van Buren Township * 8 and Taylor 
and Wayne - 5. 

For commercial properties in 
Romulus, the degree of lowered 
insurance rates will depend upon 
such factors as type of building 
construction, the hazard of oc- 
cupancy private protection services 
and other rating factors. 

The overall effect will probably be 
minus 7.6 percent for wood frame 
buildings, minus 16 percent for 
masonry buildings and minus 5.6 
percent for fire-resistive buildings.

Fulfilling a pledge made a year 
ago, Mayor William M. Oakley 
announced yesterday that the City of 
Romulus fire protection rating has 
been upgraded from a class 8 or 9 to 
6 by the Insurance Services Office of 
Michigan, (ISO). 

TT« reevaluation is the result of a 
week-long series of tests conducted 
in July, 1979 by the ISO, which in- 
cluded water flow tests, fire engine 
pumping capacities, complete in- 
ventory of fire fighting equipment, 
machines and manpower and a log 
of all fires in the city for the past 
year and the response time by the 
Romulus Fire Department. 

The ISO is an independent non- 
profit rating service whose in- 
formation is utilized by insurance 


companies when determining in-* 
surance rates. 

Ina letter to Mayor Oakley, Harry 
Westhaus, supervisor of public 
protection for ISO, said. 'The new 
classification will result in a 
decrease in the fire insurance rates 
for many insured commercial 
properties within the city, effective 
September 1, 1980.” 

However, he cautioned that some 
insurance companies do not follow 
ISO’s suggested rate schedule and 
therefore may not alter policy 
holder’s premiums. 

Residential properties will 
probably not be affected, Westhaus 
continued, because statistics show 
there is no substantial difference in 


fire protection between classes 1-8. 

Mayor Oakley suggested, 
however, that all residents check 
with their respective insurance 
companies to insure their un- 
derwriters have up-to-date in- 
formation. 

“TTiere is a possibility of some 
lowered rates for homeowners,” the 
mayor said, "since some areas of 
our city were previously rated 9.” 

Fire Chief John Wilhide said the 
higher classification validates what 
many Romulus residents and 
firefighters have known for some 
time, "That the Romulus Volunteer 
Fire Department is one of the finest 
in the area.”

(From a bulletin published by the 
Organization and Methods Division 
of her Majesty’s Treasury shortly 
after several of its members at- 
tended a concert at the Royal 
■Festival Hall): 

“For considerable periods, the 
four oboe players had nothing to do. 
Thenumbers should be reduced, and 
the work spread more evenly over 
the whole ofthe concert, thus 
eliminating peaks of activity. 

“All the first violins were playing 


identical notes. This seems un- 
necessary duplication. The staff of 
this section should be drastically 
cut. If a large volume of sound is 
required, it could be obtained by 
means of electronic amplifier ap- 
paratus. 

“Much effort was absorbed in the 
playing of demi-semi-quavers. This 
seems an excessive refinement. It is 
recommended that all notes should 
be rounded out to the nearest semi- 
quaver. If this is done, it would be 
possible to use trainees and lower- 
grade operatives more extensively. 

‘There seems to be too much 
repetition of some musical 
passages. Scores should be 
drastically pruned. No useful pur- 
pose is served by repeating on the 
horns a passage which has already 
been handled by the strings. It is 
estimated that if all redundant 
passages were eliminated, the whole 
concert time of two hours could be 
reduced to 20 minutes, and there 
would be no need for intermission. 

“The conductor agrees generally 
with these recommendations, but 
expresses the opinion that there 
might be some falling-off in box- 
office receipts. In that unlikely 
event, it should be possible to close 
sections of the auditorium entirely, 
with a consequential saving of 
overhead expense — lighting, at- 
tendants, etc. 

“And, if the worst came to worst, 
the whole thing could be abandoned, 
and the public could go to Albert 
Hall instead.”

Toxic waste 


The Other Side 
of the Meridian 

Problems 
and people

Swelled with frustration and anger, two 
delegations with separate goals on their 
minds sought the aid of the Press to 
resolve their problems. 

One group, from Westland, asked the 
newspapers’ intervention in a paving 
program, while the second group, from 
VanBuren, had come with a press release 
about their tour of a landfill in that 
township. 

Both groups felt “trapped.” that their 
elected officials refused to heed their 
pleas. They felt threatened by the very 
body and bodies they’d elected to serve 
them. They were resentful that govern- 
ment refuses to listen to the voters. 

And now they wish to translate their 
anger into action. And, like many of 
Hemingway’s characters, they, too, feel 
it’s “better to die on your feet fighting, 
than to live on your knees.” 

“We told council (Westland) that the 
majority of the people in the district do not 
want, cannot afford this dammed paving 
program,” one of the representatives from 
Westland said. “One woman would have to 
dish out $13,000 for the program. Where in 
heavens would she get that kind of money? 

“We implored Council to listen to us, but 
they went right on and voted for the paving 
anyway. What can we do?” she asked. 

“And how many times have you at- 
tended Council proceedings?” I asked her. 

“None,” was the reply. 

Then it’s time to wake up, and take a 
good look in the mirror. We’ve seen and 
heard it all before, and we respect our 
citizens — but when they don’t take 
government seriously, why should 
government take them seriously? 

The delegatidn from Van Buren was also 
an impressive one. Because of the recent 
controversy over a landfill along 1-94, the 
group (George Roberts, Tim Toohey, Rick 
Edwards, Ron Yurchak, and Jerry 
McKelney) paid a visit to the landfill 
owned and operated by Mike Farrantino of 
Wayne Disposal. 

For three hours the group was guided on 
an inspection tour, and according to 
Roberts, “samples were taken of the 
sludge for analysis. 

The purpose of the visit was not to find 
fault with the operation,” Roberts pointed 
out, “but to gain a better understanding of 
the problems, both from the standpoint of 
the operator and the citizens. 

“We have been concerned with the 
landfill operation for over two years, and it 
wasn’t until recently, when some human 
waste was spilled from a truck on the 
service drive, that this landfill problem 
became a community-wide issue.” 

Is it a political issue as well? 

Roberts is after Supervisor Patricia 
Cullin’s job. 

“My first concern is the welfare of our 
residents, and if it has to come down to 
politics, then, yes we'll use it as a political 
issue,” he answered. “After all, the 
township board and supervisor are 
responsible for the welfare of its 
residents.” 

The group came away with some 
assurances, they said, from Farrantino. 
Farrantino promised “that the lagoons 
and any liquid chemicals would be gone 
from the landfill within 30 days and that he 
would hire an observer to w r atch the - 
dumping operations.” 

Toohey pointed out that another per- 
tinent fact came up during the dialogue — 
that the landfill owner “will be required to 
employ a qualified chemist to make on- 
site analysis of material to be disposed of 
in the landfill. 

“This is mandated by Federal law,” 
Toohey said. 

I don’t know who made the comment 
that “there are times a man can take no 
more,” but it’s a truism that life teaches.

Improper storage and disposal of 
hazardous wastes is an especially 
acute problem in the Midwest as 
four states among the nation’s top 10 
waste generators are in the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency’s 
(EPA) Region V. 

Recently it has become difficult to 
read or listen to the news without 
being told about the discovery of 
hazardous waste dumps near a 
community or its water resources. 
Stories of the tragic Love Canal in 
New’ York alerted us to the damage 
such waste disposal sites can cause, 
but the evidence of local improper 
dumpings in Chicago, Detroit, 
Cincinnati, Seymour, Ind. and 
elsewhere in the Region further 
emphasizes the extent of the 
problem here in the Midwest. 

Over the last decade, extensive 
national efforts have been un- 
dertaken to clean up our air and 
water. These were, logically, our 
first priorities. Now, however, we 
must begin to deal with the problems 
created by the by-products of in- 
dustrial processes. 

Some 50 million metric tons of 
potentially hazardous wastes are 
produced annually in the United 
States. By our estimates, less than 
10 percent is being disposed of in an 


environmentally responsible 
manner. 

Our past ignorance of the dangers 
of improper disposal techniques, 
exacerbated by the deliberate 
avoidance of the costs of sound 
waste management by some in- 
dustries, presents us today with a 
problem which will take years to 
solve. Neither government nor in- 
dustry can be proud of this record. 

The toxic chemicals, acids, 
caustics, explosives, and other 
materials which constitute hazar- 
dous waste first appeared in 
significant quantities with the 
postwar chemical revolution. 

Before World War II, most of the 
chemicals commonly used by in- 
dustry were derived from natural 
materials, principally minerals and 
plants. Thousands of years of ex- 
perience with such substances 
allowed mankind ample opportunity 
to become familiar with their 
dangerous side-effects and to 
develop ways to handle them. 

By contrast, since the 1940s the 
chemical industry has developed an 
incredible number of synthetic 
substances never before known on 
this planet. Today, there are five 
million synthetic and natural 
compounds known to chemists. Of 
these, 45,000 - plus an equal number 
of pesticides - are in commercial 
distribution. 

In many ways, these chemicals 
form the foundation of our modem 
society and affect every aspect of 


our lives Our task now is to find 
ways to dispose of these substances 
that do no harm to the public or to 
the environment. 

Disposal practices, to be en- 
vironmentally sound, must prevent 
wastes from seeping into the ground 
water; from running off into surface 
lakes or streams; from escaping 
into the air via open buring, 
evaporation, wind erosion, or ex- 
plosion; from entering the food 
chain and, ultimately, the bodies of 
human beings; and, above all, from 
any direct contact with humans. 

Up to now, we have not taken the 
steps necessary to ensure these 
basic protections. We are the most 
highly industrialized society in the 
world. Yet no system has been in- 
stitutionalized for proper disposal of 
our hazardous wastes. 

More effort has gone into the 
regulation of restaurants and 
taxicabs than into establishing a 
safe network for waste disposal. All 
this is finally beginning to change. 
We have recognized the problem and 
developed the legal and institutional 
tools required to ensure the future 
use of safe disposal techniques. 

Under the Resource Conservation 
and Recovery Act (RCRA), the 
United States EPA has set up a 
national recordkeeping system to 
track hazardous wastes from their 
points of generation to the points of 
final disposal. These regulations 
also set standards for the issuance of 
permits to operators of facilities that 


process, store, or dispose of 
hazardous wastes. 

Operators, transporters and 
generators of hazardous wastes 
were required to notify the federal 
EPA on Aug. 18, 1980, that they are 
handling these wastes. By Nov. 19, 
1980, a system will become effective 
that requires all wastes to be 
tracked. 

The states may, if they choose, 
establish their own hazardous waste 
control programs. But these will 
have to meet requirements 
established by the federal EPA. 
Since the beginning of this year, 
Illinois has had its own tracking 
system and should be a program 
leader that the other states in the 
Region - Indiana, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Ohio and Wisconsin - may 
follow. In fact, there will not be a 
truly effective system until such a 
program is implemented nation- 
wide. 

The RCRA is the first federal law 
to address the problem of com- 
prehensive management of the 
nation’s hazardous wastes and that 
is a big step forward. But even it will 
not provide much help in solving the 
problems created in the past. The 
law concerns itself primarily with 
waste management of the future. It 
does not attempt to deal with the 
product of 35 years of ignorance, 
incompetence, and abuse in 
disposing of hazardous wastes. 

Our best guess is that there may 
be as many as 50,000 disposal sites in 


the United States which contain 
hazardous wastes. Over 1,000 of 
these could pose threats to human 
health or to the environment. Since 
the EPA and the states stepped up 
their hazardous waste-site in- 
vestigation programs in February, 
1979. more than 600 hazardous waste 
dumps, spills, and storage areas 
have been investigated in the six 
states in the EPA’s Region V alone. 


But we still have a long way to go. 

It is not possible to undertake 
investigations of the magnitude 
required without the help of con- 
cerned citizens. In February of this 
year, we announced a program 
called “Seek and Find,” making 
available toll-free telephone hotlines 
by which people can alert EPA to the 
suspected presence of dumps that 
might be hazardous. 

The dangers signals we are qsking 
people to look for are: ^ 

Abandoned storage drums on 
vacant lots, in fields, or along roads. 

Abandoned warehouses or factory 
buildings with old chemical drums 
inside or on the grounds. 

Drums or other large containers in 
ditches or buried on land. 

People pouring chemical-type 
waste onto land or into water. 

Barren places in otherwise 
healthy areas of vegetation. 

Abandoned tank trucks along 
roads or on vacant land. 

We have already received more 
than 713 hotline reports, 100 of which 


were reports of dump sites that were 
not known about and about 300 that 
w r ere actual waste sites. In- 
vestigation continues on many of the 
sites and legal action will be 
initiated where necessary to correct 
a situation. 

Illinois citizens are asked to use 
the toll-free hotline number, 800-972- 
3170 with hazardous waste in- 
formation, and citizens of Michigan, 
Indiana, Minnesota, Ohio and 
Wisconsin should use the hotline 800- 
621-3191. 

Cleaning up contaminated sites is 
another matter. And without new 
laws, such as the so-called Super- 
fund legislation now pending in the 
Congress, it will frequently be dif- 
ficult to take the necessary kinds of 
action. 

Unfortunately, our society has just 
now’ begun to deal with a problem 
that has been with us, to a steadily 
increasing degree, for 35 years. We 
have developed institutional tools 
requiring the environmentally sound 
management of hazardous wastes in 
the future. And we will begin to use 
those tools this fall. 

We have taken the first steps 
toward repairing the damages in- 
flicted in the past. And we are 
developing new, better ways to help 
'us clean up those old sites. 

However, we must not minimize 
the size of the job ahead of us. It will 
require a long time and a great deal 
of effort before we can truly say that 
we are doing the job right.

Migraine headaches

Headache is one of the most 
common symptoms encountered in 
medical practice. It is also one of the 
most common afflictions of mankind 
which can be extremely disabling. 

Headache can be an indication of 
anxiety or an indication of an un- 
derlying disease state. 

The head and neck contain many 
pain-sensitive structures such as the 
scalp, neck muscles, blood vessels, 
coverings of the brain called 
meninges, and cranial nerves. When 
these structures become stretched, 
enlarged, compressed, or inflamed, 
headache usually follows. 

Many conditions such as tension, 
depression, minor head injuries, 
fever and infection, drugs, alcohol, 
low blood sugar, eye disorders, 
inhalation of toxic fumes, 
aneurysms, and brain tumors can 
affect these structures, sub- 
sequently leading to headache. 

Headache is generally classified 
as vascular, muscle contraction, 
traction, cranial inflammation, and 
miscellaneous. Migraine headache 
is a common example of vascular 
headache. For a headache to be 
classified as migrainous, it must be 
episodic in nature. 

Migraine headache generally has 
a throbbing quality, may be 
localized to one or both sides of the 
head, and is associated with nausea 
and vomiting, sensitivity to light and 
noise, fatigue, chills, and increased 


frequency of urination. It may last 
from several hours to several days. 
Factors such as stress, hunger, 
crowded places, adverse weather 
conditions, alcohol, and foods such 
as cheese, chocolate, and bananas 
are all reported to potentially 
precipitate migraine headaches. 

The onset of migraine headache 
generally takes place during the 
first or second decade of life. In 
children, the recognition of migraine 
can be very difficult, especially 
when complicated by abnormal 
behavior and confusion. 

Although there is no one per- 
sonality type common to migraine 
suffers, they have often been 
described as sensitive and com- 
pulsive, harboring some degree of 
repressed hostility. A positive 
family history of migraine can be 
obtained in as much as 65 percent of 
migraine sufferers; either sex can 
be affected. 

The cause of migraine is not 
known. Although heredity has been 
implicated, genetic proof is as of yet 
lacking Abnormal reactions of 
cranial blood vessel walls, usually 
secondary to chemical substance 
imbalance, have also been 
associated with migraine 
headaches. But the actual cause of 
migraine headaches still remains a 
mystery. 

It must be emphasized that 
headache in migraine sufferers can 
also be of tension type, similar to 
headaches which individuals with 


severe anxiety and-or depression 
suffer from. 

Headaches that persist for weeks 
or months continously are not 
recognized as migraine headaches 
and should be investigated to 
determine cause and treatment. 

The most common type of chronic 
recurring headache is tension 
headache (muscle contraction 
headache). It is basically not ac- 
companied by adnormal 
neurological findings. 

Psychological factors are almost 
always a cause of this type of 
headache. The pain is usually 
steady, frequently nonthrobbing, 
and located either on one or both 
sides of the head, in the front or back 
or both. 

Intensity usually reaches 
maximum at the end* of the day, 
usually after strenuous work. 
Careful inquiry usually uncovers 
sleep problems, psychosomatic 
disturbances, and chronic anxiety. 

Headache is a very common 
problem; yet, it can be very difficult 
to manage. For migraine 
headaches, the physician very often 
prescribes drugs that stablize blood 
vessel tone. Other drugs, such as 
sedatives, anti-depressants, 
tranquilizers, and steroids, have 
also been used to control migraine. 

It must be stressed that drugs are 
only part of the treatment of 
migraine. Avoidance of 
precipitating factors is especially 
important.

I’ve tried reading those home 
health care books, but they are 
frequently out of date, dull reading 
and poorly written. Do you have any 
suggestions of easy, not boring ways 
to fill this gap?

Of course there is an answer. It 
seems that need is truly the mother 
of invention. There is a new service 
being offered in the community that 
may well answer your needs. 

It is called Tel-Med and is a 
library of taped medical messages. 
It has a message on heart disease, 
first aid. cancer, the common cold 
and many other subjects. 

For example, you can find out 
what poisons there are in the home 
that are dangerous to children, facts 
and fallacies of contact lenses and 
even the proper way to use dental 
floss. It’s just like having a friendly 
doctor as a neighbor. You simply call 
the exchange nearest you. tell the 
operator what you want to know' and 
the appropriate tape is put on for 
you. Keep in mind, however, that 
this service is not for self diagnosis 
or cure but simply for information.

Food shortages

Many Americans are aw ? are of the possibilities of a national food shortage 
in the not too distant future. The summer’s drought will undoubtedly reduce 
food supplies this winter and result in higher prices at the check out counter. 
Food already is less plentiful and more costly. 

Some economic authorities predict increased disruption of our economic 
process due to unstable monetary conditions. 

Our complex system of food production and distribution would be 
profoundly affected by such an economic breakdown. Drastic reduction in 
the availability of food would surely occur. 

Food shortages can also happen on the local level. Natural disasters such 
as floods, tornadoes, severe snow storms, and earthquakes can result in 
rapid depletion of a community’s food supply. Such disasters halt the 
transportation of foodstuffs and the shelves of local stores are quickly 
emptied with nothing coming in to restock them. 

A single family unit can experience a period of food shortage. Any in- 
terruption of the family paycheck due to strikes, lay-offs, or illness could 
mean that the food budget is reduced. In a time w ? hen food prices are con- 
stantly increasing this situation could prove disasterous for households 
depending upon a regular paycheck. 

Many of us have grown accustomed to taking our food supply for granted. 
Have you considered what you would do in the event of a food shortage in 
your own home or community? You can insure yourself against such 
calamity, and many informed persons are doing just that. The alternative is 
a carefully planned food storage program. 

Such a storage program can provide you and your family with a healthful 
and inexpensive diet to sustain them during times of adversity. The basis of 
a sound storage program is dehydrated food. 

Dehydrated food is simply fresh food which has been carefully selected 
and dried at low’ temperatures to remove all water content. 

The drying process leaves most of the original nutrients intact. The 
dehydrated product is then vacuum sealed, giving it a shelf-life of 7-15 years 
depending upon the type of food and the quality of packaging. 

To prepare the food for consumption, simply replace the water content. 
The taste, texture, and appeal of rehydrated foods is excellent. 

Milk, eggs, meat, cheese, fruits, and vegetables are all satisfactorily 
dehydrated. Many of these products, such as powdered milk, have been in 
general use for many years. 

In addition to their storage value, dehydrated foods are also excellent 
budget extenders and convenience items. In the face of rising food costs, 
they are a good hedge against inflation. 

Sprouting seeds and grains can be stored and sprouted when needed to 
provide a highly nutrious fresh food supplement to the emergency diet. 
Vitamin and mineral supplements, if properly packaged, can also be stored. 

An emergency water source and-or water treatment device should also be 
considered. Discuss the possibility of long term storage of any medication 
you require with your physician or pharmacist. 

Food storage is something that each of us should consider for the con- 
tinued security and well being of our families. There are many food storage 
programs available today. Check w ith your local health food store to see if 
they have a program which will meet your needs. Excellent, low cost, 
wholesale programs are also available.

Maze of bureaucracy

In Trenton, N.J , officials identified a thousand mandates. Costs for only 87 
were more than 10 percent of the city budget. Nearly 80 percent of the obligation 
for crosscutting requirements were paid with local revenue. 

Francis Purcell, Nassau County, N Y. elected executive, reported the state’s 
binding arbitration law f has driven up the police district tax over 100 percent 
since 1971. “Decisions about matters that affect the stability of the community 
should be left to locally-elected officials who must answer for their decisions 
and not left to arbitrators w ho can walk away from the fiscal consequences,” he 
says. 

Thirdly, no matter how justified some mandates are, the cumulative effect is 
reduction in local autonomy and increased dependence on state and federal 
government Some members of the federal establishment believe most man- 
dates are conditions of aid placed on those that accept grant money, therefore, 
a local option Counties, however, no longer have the option to ignore $33 billion 
the federal government offers. 

Continued regulatory zeal is a luxury we can no longer afford. The Council on 
Wage and Price Stability and the Business Roundtable estimates that 
regulation boosts inflation at least 1 percent a year. 

While little can be done about past mandates, a number of recent changes 
offer hope 

At the local level increased attention is being given to seeking reim- 
bursement Ten states have laws that require their mandates paid with state 
funds Eight call for cost estimates on new legislation 
Many states, as well as the feds, are experimenting with “sunsetting” i.e., 
review and termination of unnecessary programs 
Progress is slow It seems yet another thousand minor regulations stand in 
the way of reform Meanw hile — in Washington D C. and back home in Lilliput 

— the elected county executives, the health inspectors, engineers, sanitation 
managers, welfare workers and scores of private citizens including the elderly

DISCUSSION: 

Folmar: Informed the City Council of the previous meetings of the Civil 
Service Task Force Committee and the current status of the proposed Civil 
Service Ordinance. He further explained that at the last Task Force 
meeting committee suggested that the severability clause’ be reworded in a 
more simplified language. (Copies of the proposed ordinance were 
distributed among council members. ) 

(Yeramian Enters) 

(Raspberry Enters) 

Banks: Inquired about paragraph No. 2 (listing of exempt personnel) of 
the proposed ordinance; questioning why council’s secretary had not been 
included as exempt from Civil Service. 

Deanna: Explained that those listed as exempt in the ordinance were 
exempt as defined in the Charter. 

Raspberry: Expressed his concerns regarding the detailed language used 
in the proposed Civil Service Ordinance and the subsequent fear that such 
language would cause the law f making body of Romulus to be ‘locked’ into 
that particular language; i.e. any desire to change such language would 
have to first result in a change in the Charter and thereby complicate 
matters. 

Rush: Asked if whether the ballot question would be ‘are we going to have 
Civil Service as a ballot question or not.’ 

Raspberry: Responded that the ballot question would be shall the City of 
Romulus adopt a Civil Service Program. He continued to express the im- 
portance of not using detailed language of the proposed ordinance. 

Deanna: Explained that the Task Force thought that they were support to 
expand the language, asking that council specify their desires. 

Raspberry: Explained that the Task Force Committee did not want to 
submit a program whereby they would be locked into the Charter. Rasp- 
berry further expressed his concerns over the pay of the Commission (Civil 
Service) and said pay rates should be versatile enough to consider the 
possibility of numerous hours worked by the Commissioners. 

Folmar: Responded that the Task Force Committee did not consider pay 
for the Commissioners. 

Raspberry: Felt that the pay scale should be made a part of the proposal 
to the people. 

Yeramian: Asked if the Task Force Committee had checked with other 
communities to see how they implemented and maintained their Civil 
Service Program and respective Commissioners. 

Folmar: Explained that the Committee did not check directly with other 
communities, but instead, reviewed their Ordinances, compling this 
proposed ordinance on that basis.

Bob Silverman is a man on the 
move these days. Up at 4 a m., to 
work by 6 a m. and home often as 
late as 11 p m., his schedule would 
tire anyone. 

But you won’t hear any com- 
plaints from this workahoiic. His 
Silverman’s Restaurants are the 
hottest dining businesses around, 
featuring four locations opened 
within the past three years and 
another couple on the drawing 
board. 

Locally there’s the original 
Silverman’s at 34410 Ford Road 
. (east of Wayne Road) in Westland 
and a new site at 36480 Plymouth 
Road in Livonia. Other outlets are 
located in Novi and Southfield. 

What’s all the fuss about? 
Omelettes. Fifty of them, made 
with three eggs and served with 
hash browns or American fries, 
toast, biscuits or bagel. And filled 
with just about everything 
imaginable. . . cheese, mushrooms,

nacho chips, hot dog, roast beef, 
ham, sausage, oriental vegetables, 
corned beef, guacomole, green pep- 
per and on and on. 

“Having this amount of 
omelettes available is different for 
Michigan,” explained Silverman, 
who honed his culinary skills in 
California. “I believe we were the 
first restaurant here to offer such 
variety of omelettes.” 

Such egg delicacies, which range 
in price from $3.75 to $5.95, tell only 
a part of the Silverman’s success 
story. With a menu of more than 300 
selections, the diner can afford to be 
choosy. 

For the hearty appetite the all- 
you-can-eat daily specials are 
appropriate — veal parmigiana or 
fish and chips on Mondays; fried 
clams and chips or liver and onions, 
Tuesdays; spaghetti or fried chick- 
en, Wednesdays; liver and onions, 
Thursdays ; fish and chips, Fridays, 
and fried chicken, Saturdays and 
Sundays. Each special costs $3.50. 

Breakfast specials are featured 


until 11 a m. weekdays with nearly 
all the combination plates priced at 
under $2, including coffee. 

If a burger is what you want, the 
selections range from ham and 
swiss, Hawaiian and turkey bur- 
gers to the Russian, Italian and 
even the reuben burgers Nearly 30 
types of burgers are available at 
prices ranging from $1.75 to $3.75 
(deluxe plates come with American 
fries and salad or cole slaw for an 
additional $1). 

The deli board rates a second look 
with such appealing entrees as 
Bob s Favorite, a combination of 
corned beef and chopped liver; 
Karen’s Kreation, pastrami or 
corned beef with cole slaw and Rus- 
sian dressing ; David’s Delight, tur- 
key, swiss cheese and cole slaw on 
rye with Russian dressing, and 
other notables such as the Yenta, 
Sean s Special, China Peak, New 
Yorker and High Sierra. 

A compiete soup, salad and din- 
ner menu adds up to a total dining 
experience, Silverman’s style. 


”1 love to take food and do diffe- 
rent things with it,” declared 
Silverman, “I like to give people 
what they want so that if they want 
to diet they can or if they want 
something prepared a special way, 
it can be done. We re very liberal in 
allowing for substitutions or special 
orders. 

“And I see to it that very large 
portions are served,” added the 39- 
year-old entrepreneur. 

Silverman, who also owns a share 
of three “Nibble Nook ’ Res- 
taurants in his native California, 
said he plans to bring the “Califor- 
nia-style” decor to his restaurants. 
A remodeling project is underway 
at the Westland outlet that will high- 
light blond wood, plenty of white 
paint and earth tone colors 
throughout. 

Managed by Gary Pegg, the 
Westland Silverman’s features a 
seating capacity of 80 and is open 
from 7 a.m. until 11 p.m. daily. The 
newest facility in Livonia also seats 
80 and remains open from 6 a.m. 
until 10 p.m.

more headlines for his behavior 
problems than for his tennis, which 
is truly a shame.

Indeed, 
McEnroe not only expects perfec- 
tion from himself out there, but also 
from the line judges and officials, 
who are bound to come under his 
wrath at least once during a given 
match. True, there is no reason to

have 60-year-old people calling 
lines where a ball hit at over 100 
miles per hour often lands within an 
inch of a line over forty feet from 
where they are. but even John 
knows he sometimes goes too far. 

• ‘You know , * ’ he says, “maybe what 
I need is to be disqualified once to 
settle me down and make me think 
twice before exploding. But 1 just 
can t help myself You could say 1 
have a temper. I’m Irish, you 
know.” 

Often overlooked by the sensa- 
tionalistic press is the fact that John 
McEnroe has never, never turned 
down a place on America’s Davis 
Cup Team, unlike other top pros, 
such as Jimmy Conners, who only 
plays for his country when he feels 
like it. Given a choice between a 
guaranteed $50,000 for an exhibition 
match and zero dollars for repre- 
senting his country, John never 
even thinks twice. 

Many rather notorious events are 
explained in the book including 
John s no-show at the Wimbledon 
victory ball the year he beat Bjorn

Borg in the finals. What wasn’t 
widely publicized was the fact that 
the invitation was withdrawn ear- 
lier in the day when the senior Mr. 
McEnroe was informed that no, the 
family could not bring a guest, and 
if John and his immediate family 
weren’t present precisely by the 
chosen hour-on-the-hour, then they 
were not welcome at all. Is it any 
wonder he flew home and went to a 
Bruce Springsteen concert? 

In the long run, “McENROE: A 
Rage For Perfection,” is a fine 
addition to any tennis fan’s book- 
shelf, and an absolute must for fans 
of the poor little rich kid from New 
York. 

On the other hand, “CHRISSIE: 
My Own Story,” is not only a fine 
tennis book, but a very good auto- 
biography that will be good reading 
enjoyment for anyone.

It’s good to see books like these 
appearing on the market, because 
tennis needs a booster shot since it’s 
enormous popularity of the 70 s has 
leveled off a bit And what better 
proponents than these two Cham- 
pions?

Rockets remain 
awesome in 4th win 


Question : What has 44 legs, 1 arm 
and runs all over football fields? 

! Answer: The Rockets of West- 
land John Glenn. 

jj Using those three characteristics 
named above, the Rockets soundly 
defeated the Thurston Eagles, 35-0, 
last Saturday afternoon as they 
dominated every phase of the 
game. For the Rockets, it was their 
fourth straight victory of the 1982 
season and ninth in a row over the 
last two years. 

Coach Chuck Gordon, who is tied 
with former coach Bob Lusk as 
Glenn’s winningest football coach 
with 35 wins, said the victory was “a 
good win and kept us in first place . ’ ’ 

For the first time in recent mem- 
ory, Gordon started an all-junior 
l backfield. Necessitated by a shoul- 
der injury incurred by Todd Jen- 
gnings at the Pontiac Silverdome the 
*week before, the three juniors 
worked well together and led the 
Rockets to victory. Gordon was 
pleased with their play saying, “A 
couple juniors came through for us. 
Craig Thornton and Tom Forchione 
came through and played very 
well.’* 

Craig Thornton (6-0, 163), the 
brother of former Glenn back Scott 
(now at Adrian College) performed 
admirably, chalking up 156 yards 
on 28 carries and scored 3 touch- 
downs. 

The 156 yards is the eighth highest 
in school history and the fourth time 
in the last five games that a Glenn 
back has gone over the 150-yard 
mark for a game. 

Fullback Tom Forchione (5-6, 
151) , the brother of the regular full- 

1 back Don, rushed for 78 yards, in- 
i'- 1 hiding 22 on his touchdown run. 

The other member of the junior trio , 
j; Jeff Hawley, had another great day 
at quarterback and continues to im-

McKoley was 
blanked by the Thurston defense, 
but Sprinkle made his varsity debut 
a sparkling one by kicking all five 
extra points and a 44-yard punt. 

Glenn started the scoring in the 
first quarter following a Thurston 
fumble deep in Eagle territory. A 
few plays later, Harley found Brian 
Grassel on the five-yard line and 
Grassel took it the rest of the way 
for the score. With Sprinkle’s con- 
version, Glenn led, 7-0. 

By the middle of the first quarter, 
Thurston looked worn out as they 
tried to keep up with Glenn’s 
punishing running game. Thornton 
and Forchione took turns softening 
up the line. Thornton finished the 
first half with 100 yards and his 3 
scores. One of his scores came in 
the first stanza when he went over 
the one-yard line to make it 13-0. 
Again, the PAT was good and Glenn 
led 14-0. 

Meanwhile, the defensive line 
was playing havoc with a gutsy but 
inexperienced Thurston offensive 
line. “Our defense has played well 
all season and Saturday, but we ha- 
ven’t been tested like we will on Fri- 
day,’’ stated Gordon. 

John Ericson, Jack Walker and 
Kurt Robertson all combined to put 
pressure on the Thurston quarter- 
back. Eric Haney (6-2, 180, Sr.) , and 
running backs Richard Ochmanski 
(5-9, 175, Sr.) and Gerald Doran (5- 
9, 170, Jr.). Consequently, the 
Eagles were held to only 16 yards on 
the ground for the game and never 
put together a sustained drive all 
afternoon. 

The Eagles were forced to go to 
the air but found the going extreme- 
ly rough there, also. If the Rockets 
weren ’t knocking balls out of the air 
as Doug Corbeil did in the first quar- 
ter on a dangerous pass down the 
left sideline, they were knocking 
them down at the line of scrim- 
mage. 

Haney completed only one pass 
for a total of seven (count ’em) 
yards. Actually, he completed two 
but the second one was to Rocket 
DaveShroat (5-10, 172, Sr.), his first 
interception of the season. 

Glenn scored twice in the second 
quarter, both times on short runs by 
tailback Thornton. The Rockets left 
the field at halftime leading 28-0, 
with their thoughts shifting from 
the Thurston Eagles to next week’s 
opponent, the North Farmington 
Raiders. 

Glenn came out in the second half 
intent on staying on the ground as 
much as possible and protecting 
their shutout. The Rockets did 
score , though . when Tom Forchione 
raced 22 yards to paydirt for his 
first touchdown of the season and 
his varsity career 

The defense took over for the re- 
mainder of the game with the inten- 
tion of protecting that shutout and 
not wanting to be the first team to 
let the Eagles score. The Eagles 
nearly did as they intercepted a 
misguided Hawley pass ( his first in- 
terception of the year) and set sail 
for the goalline. But Hawley him- 
self made the tackle on his own 30- 
yard line and the defense took over 
from there to preserve the 
whitewashing. 

Glenn amassed 328 yards on 
offense, 245 rushing, as the offen- 
sive line continued to block well and 
provide ample running room for the 
Rockets' junior backs They also 
held out the Eagles defensive line 
successfully, allowing Hawley all 
day to throw. Of the 7 passes Haw- 
ley completed on the day, he di- 
vided them up nearly equally 
among his receivers. Two went to 
Rob Bell (6-0, 141, Jr.) for 20 yards, 
two went to Todd Mills (6-0, 163, Sr. ) 
for 22 yards , two went to Grassel for 
30 yards and the one touchdown and 
one went to Craig Thornton for 11 
yards. Hawley has now completed 
16 out of 36 passes for 251 yards this 
season and 4 touchdowns. 

As the Rockets left the field after 
the final whistle, they put Thurston 
out of their minds and set their 
thoughts on an old nemesis, North

And the veteran Patriot coach 
doesn’t even meet the undefeated 
Westlanders until a week from 
Saturday. 

4 ‘ What we’re going to have to do is 
make sure that our kids play Satur- 
day without looking over their 
shoulders or looking ahead to the 
Glenn game,’’ Vigna said as he pre- 
pares his minions for Saturday’s 2 
p.m. clash with Redford Union. 

“Both of us may possibly enter 
next Saturday’s Oct. 16 game with 
perfect 5-0 records,” Vigna con- 
tinued, “and, needless to say, that 
match-up would generate a lot of 
interest.” 

But Franklin must get past an up- 
and-coming R U. club which ended 
its three-game losing streak last 
week by beating Garden City, while 
Westland John Glenn has to contend 
with North Farmington on the 
Robert field Friday night. 

North offered Franklin resist- 
ance in the first 12 minutes of their 
Northwest Suburban battle, then 
the Patriots broke the scoreless 
deadlock with a touchdown pass 
from quarterback Rich Popp to 
Larry Patzsch, a split end who 
grabbed the ball and went 40 yards 
into the end zone. 

A 26-yard pass from Popp to Ri<?h 
Wood helped set up the initial TD. 
Wood then proceeded to kick the 
first of two successful point afters. 

North came back and drove after 
the ensuing kickoff to the Franklin 
one-yard line where the Pats stub- 
born defense, led by middle line- 
backer John Chmielewski and Jay 
Maclnosh refused to budge. 

The Livonians padded their lead 
to 14-0 late in the third quarter as 
the Popp-to-Patzsch combination 
clinched again, this time on a 53- 
yarder that put the finishing 
touches on a 78-yard sustained 
drive. 

The unbeaten Patriots received 
an insurance TD from Randy Hurst 
who scored midway in the last 
period from 27-yards out. The score 
capped an 80-yard drive with Tom 
Lucas’ 22-yard rush triggering the 
series. 

“We had difficulty getting our 
offense untracked,” admitted Vig- 
na. “but I felt that both teams play- 
ed a rather good game.

Hurst led the rushers with 56 
yards on eight attempts while 
Patzsch caught three passes for a 
total of 108 yards.
